WASHINGTON, April 22.—Three war movements are promised. 

The first is a “peaceful” blockade of Havana. 

The second is the enforced feeding of the destitute and the suffering 

The third is the strategy of the flying squadron, 

A fourth movement will also be inaugurated. This is communication with 
Maximo Gomez. The President wants to test the strength of Gomez, to ascertain 
whether he has 100 men or 10,000, or 30,000, as he says. If the latter, the Govern- 
ment desires to supply ammunition, rations and necessary equipments. Then the 
insurgents will have a chance to show whether they will fight or not. They have 
stated all along that a lack of ammunition prevented them from engaging in a 
pitched battle. 

Steps have been taken to communicate with Gomez at once. He will be ex- 
pected to meet a landing party of United States troops at a designated place on the 
seacoast. 

The first plan will be easily carried out. Capt. Samson’s ships will, however, find 
the open gulf an uneasy resting place. 

The relief steamer is already at Tampa. She will take in cargo at once. In 
four or five days, at the longest, the relief ship will arrive at Matanzas, accom- 
panied by the Cincinnati. 

The President will offer the starving Cubans bread. Behind the bread will be 
the 68-ton guns of the United States battleships and two monitors. This 1s an un- 
precedented mixture of philanthropy and war. Spain must accept food for ber sub- 
jects or 1000 projectiles for herself. 

If the cruisers are kept to the background, the saloetiibe may allow the cargo 
to be landed. Resistance will result in fire from the warships. 

Until recently modern artillery was not mounted at Matanzas. Near the city, 
toward the entrance to the harbor, is the ancient castle of San Severino. Shells from 
high-powdered rifles would quickly rattle the old walls. On the opposite side of 
the bay is a Lunette battery. It is reported that several Armstrong rifles have re- 
cently been placed in position and a battery planted on the opposite shore. If so, 
unprotected ships, such as the Cincinnati and Detroit, may not find plain sailing. 
Here is the spot where overt hostilities are likely to begin. 

The President does not contemplate a proclamation of war. He desires to test 
the efficacy of his feeding plan first. Should the Spaniards forcibly resist this the 
McKinley idea is that they will have begun a war. Then Congress will pass a reso-

SAMPSON’S GUNS THREATEN HAVANA. 


KEY WEST, April 22.—Not hing has been heard from Capt. Sampson’s squadron since it sailed 
for Havana this morning, but it is certain that his ships are now blockading the harbor. 

The departure of the fleet was not so imposing as had been anticipated. On the contrary there 
was something of a scramble in gettign away. When all was ready the flagship New York swung 
round and came well into the harbor signalling to the other ships about to sail. After receiving 
responses she turned and headed for the open sea, with the Indiana closely in her rear. The In- 
diana had been coaling at the Dry Tortugas, but was cabled for, and at midnight s he joined her 
two sister ships at the anchorage held by them while in the harbor, Of the fleet lying close to 
shore the Amphitrite was the leader. She lumbered along after the Machias, her immense guns 
stretching above her low free-board. She was the first of the monitors to join the warlike proces- 
sion, looking the deadly instrument she is. ieee ) 

The torpedo boats Dupont, Porter and Winslow went with the fleet. 

Whether it is to be a peaceful blockade or a battle between the ships and the forts will de- 


pend on the temper of the Spania rds. 
If a gun is fired by the forts it will be quickly anawered, and the first battle of the war will 


be fought to-day. 


THE FIRST GUN OF THE WAR. 


KEY WEST, Fla., April 22.—The United States gunboat Nashville has captured the Spanish 
ship Buena Ventura of 1000 tons, having on board a cargo of lumber. She was on her way from 
the coast of Texas. The Nashville fired a 6-pounder and the Spaniard surrendered. This is the 
first prize of the war. ; 

The Nashville fired a blank shot, which the Spaniard ignored. This was followed by a shot 
from a 6-pounder. The Buena Ventura then surrendered with her crew of 20 men. 

The Nashville towed her prize into’this harbor at 11 o’clock this morning and put a prize 
erew on board. Both ships are lying well out in the stream. 

The news of the capture of the Spaniard set the people of Key West frantic with enthusiasm. 
All work has been suspended and the docks are crowded with people.

HENDAYE, Spanish Frontier, April 22.—Gen. Stewart Woodford, the United 
States Minister to Spain, accompanied by his staff and others, reached the frontier 
at 8 o'clock this morning in safety, after some exciting experiences. The Spanish 
police attempted to capture a member of the legatnion and at Valladolid the train was 
attacked. Mr. Moreno was the member of the United States Legation singled out 
by the Spanish police for capture,,on the ground that he is a subject of Spain, but 
the attempt was frustrated owing to the presence of mind of Minister Woodford. 

At Valladolid, the United States Minister’s train was attacked and stoned. 
Windows were broken and the civil guards were compélled to protect his carriage 
with drawn swords. Gen. Woodford, however, slept throughout the disturbance. 

The Moreno incident threatened to be serious. The Spanish police made a 
determined effort to capture Mr. Moreno, but Gen. Woodford stood in the doorway 
of the carriage, declaring he should not be removed by force. 

A detachment of police accompanied the train from Toloso to San Sebastian, 
where the police officials left on seeing that the General was determined to maintain 
his rights. 

At Segovia the students of the military college gathered on the platform, cheer 
ing for Spain, and there were several similar incidents at other stopping places. 

It was a great relief to the Minister’s party when the General finally reached 
French soil. But Gen. Woodford, personally, seemed unconscious of any danger. 

The General, in bidding farewell to the correspondent of the Associated Press, 
who accompanied him to the frontier, requested the Associated Press to express 
his sincere thanks to all the representatives of the press, European and American, { 
for their uniform kindness and good faith during his stay in Spain.

CENT ACCIDENTS AT THE 
NEWPORT TRACK. 


THE ST. LOUIS INAUGURAL. 


Great Interest Being Taken in the In- 
itial Event of the St. Louis 
Jockey Club’s Iéeeting. 


There have been several bad accidents on 
the turf already this season. 

At iNewport hast week no less than five 
boys were badly injured in three days and 
two ‘horses were killed. 

The Newport fo!ks and the Cincinnati turf 
writers are blaming the big fields for these 


accidents, but in all probability the condi- 
ton of the track was really the cause of 


them. 

Horses seldom fall unless there is good 
cause for it. Asa general thing race horses 
are wonderfully sure-footed and they sel- 
dom tumble except when striking some de- 


orse and tripping. 

Occasionally old horses break down and 
throw a whole field, but there is not as 
puch of this sort of thing as there used to 


e. 

A Cincinnati writer, talking about the re- 
cent accidents at Newport, says the fields 
there have been entirely too large. He 
adds: ‘‘When 14 horses are sent away ina 
compact bunch it ig almost a miracle if 
they get around the turns without an acct- 
dent. A small entrance fee of $5, which 
could be added to the purse, would make 
a world of difference. With some starters 
there would be little danger of crowding 
with these big flelds, for they would send 
them away in bunches, but when Curly 
Brown's flag goes down is almost a cer- 
tainty that everything In the race is in 
motion and has a chance. Some of Brown's 
work, considering the size of the flelds and 
the kindergarten jockeys, is phenomenal. 
He started a fleld of 12 in which there were 
some bad actors the other day, and a line 
of soldiers could not have made a much 
bétter front. He has splendid control of 
the jockeys, and they know that they 
must obey orders. Such‘a thing as a hors® 
being left at the post is almost unknowi? 
with Brown handling the flag.”’

May, which 
closed yesterday at $1.12, sold $1.14%, but 
eased off to $1.13. Heavy local speculators, how- 
ever, regarded the advance at Liverpool as a good 
reason for selling short, because ocean freight rates 
had risen on war news, and they argued that this 
market should go lower in, proportion as English 
markets advanced. Vlenty of wheat was thrown 
over on the opening bulge. Outside orders were ex- 
tremely searce, but local professionals sold enough 
to break the price of July from around 89%c to 
AS%ec, A half-cent reaction. followed on covering. 
July opened %@le higher ab.80%@0c,. declined to 
88%ec, rallying to SS%&c. Afgentine shipments were 
reported at 1,112,000 bu, compared with 1,000,000 
bu last week. Minneapolis and Duluth received 216 
cars, against 825 last year. Chicago receipts were 
132 cars, compared with 9 a year ago. 

Corn opened strong at an advance of %@¥c for 
July, but turned weak with wheat, losing all the 
udvance. July opened at 33% @33%Qc, declined to 
BI@BBIec, rallying to 33\4e. 

Oats ruled dull, but steady. July opened a shade 
higher at 244.@24\4c, sold between 244c and 24c, 
holding steady at 24%«c.

DEATH OF DR. C. H. BRADFORD.

Dr. Charles H. Bradford died at the South- 
ern Hotel Thursday afternoon after a long 
illness, aged 78 years. 

Dr. Bradford was one of the most Wealthy 
and prominent physicians in St. Louls. He 
came to St. Louls a boy of 18 years in 
1833 from Abingdon, Mo., and completed his 
education here. He graduated in medicine 


from the old McDowell College. He es- 
tablished a practice at Lebanon, TL, and 
went from ‘noon to Carlyle, Ill, but gub- 
sequentiy returned to St. Louts, 

lie was one of the ‘49ers who went to 
California, where in business and profes- 
sionally he laid the foundation ~ ac on- 
siderable fortune. He lived in Californ! a 
ntil 1878 and was twice chosen ~~. a pul bli 
officer, once as County Physician and once 
as County Treasurer of Sacramento ounce 
Hie returned to St. Louts after leaving 
California, and lived here until his death.

$40.00 to the Methodist Orphans’ Home, and 
a like sum to the Woman's Christian Asso- 
elation, Hie is said to have given away 
$230,000 In charity. He was a Widower, and
